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OPENING OF PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN FOR 
PUBLIC COMFORT STATIONS BY STATE 
OF WISCONSIN. 





HE state-wide publicity campaign for public 
comfort stations, which is now being car- 
ried on in Wisconsin, is deserving of the 

highest commendation, particularly in view of the 
fact that the state authorities are behind the move- 
ment to arouse public interest in this much needed 
municipal reform, which is so apparent in all sec- 
tions of the country. 

Under the direction of the State Board of Health 
of Wisconsin, this campaign is progressing steadily, 
more than fifty newspapers of the state co-operating. 

It is said that the movement inaugurated by the 
Board is the first one ever launched by state author- 
ities for the establishment of public comfort stations. 
Already scores of newspapers in the state have pub- 
lished a column or more of editorial matter calling 
attention to the need of comfort stations. 

From all accuunts it appears that the Wisconsin 
State Board of Health has inaugurated this move- 
ment for public comfort stations, without any in- 
fluence or pressure from sources political or com- 
mercial. Acting apparently on its own initiative, 
the board under the direction of the bureau of edu- 
cation, has struck boldly out and started a move- 


ment to educate the people to the necessity of public 
comfort stations in cities and towns of the state. 

If the campaign of education and publicity is 
successful, which it should be, it will mean the ex- 
penditure of money, probably several millions of 
dollars, for the erection of modern public comfort 
stations in all cities of fifteen thousand inhabitants 
or more. 

This phase of the movement will be of interest to 
master plumbers and fitters in the state, and while 
it is true that only a few of the many masters of 
the craft will obtain the plumbing and heating con- 
tracts, this fact should not discourage the rank and 
file of the Wisconsin trade from encouraging and 
endorsing the movement inaugurated by the health 
authorities. 

The master plumbers and master steamfitters ol 
other states can no doubt draw inspiration from the 
efforts, which are being put forth by the author- 
ities of the Badger State. In resolutions passed at 
conventions the trade has gone on record to the 
effect that public comfort stations were not only 
desirable, but urgently necessary. 

Local and state associations of both the plumbing 
and heating crafts could undoubtedly secure much 
assistance from the health boards of their respective 
states in arousing public interest in the need of pub- 
lic comfort stations. 

Men of the trade, who are desirous of promoting 
sentiment in favor of more public comfort stations 
in their respective communities, can also secure the 
co-operation of their local newspapers. In most in- 
stances newspaper editors will support and endorse 
the establishment of these public conveniences which 
are health assets to any city. 

Articles on the need of public comfort stations, 
which can be published in your local newspaper, can 
be obtained upon request from “Domestic En- 
gineering. Some of these articles have appeared 
in Wisconsin newspapers in the campaign now being 
waged by the health authorities of that state. 

Since it is admitted that more public comfort 
stations are necessary, master plumbers and fitters 
can accomplish much toward bringing about the es- 
tablishment of these conveniences through news- 
paper publicity. 
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Gas Water Heating, Its Origin and 
Development 


Methods of Connecting and Application of Gas Water Heaters

Installations of Gas Heaters. 
© far we have taken up the connecting up and the 
piping of the heater to the boiler. Later on some- 
thing will be said pertaining to the application of the 
gas heater to the various systems of plumbing. 

In order to get the best results, both the connecting 
of the heater to the boiler and the conditions under which 
the heater must deliver its hot water to the faucet, must 
be considered. 

For new installations we have described in an earlier 
article a method which always gives satisfactory results. 
For installations already made the following is offered as 
a correction: Fig. 6 represents an installation which is 
liable to give poor hot water service, because of by- 
passing. Referring to the illustration, arrows “A” show 
the direction of the water from the heater, when the hot 
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This job may be corrected by using a non-by-pass tee, 
either on the boiler at “2,” and the piping changed as 
indicated by dotted lines; or in case the piping cannot be 
changed, a non-by-pass tee may be used to replace the 
branch connections at “C,” using the tee as shown in 
Fig. 7. Water will flow the way of least resistance. The 
non-by-pass tee makes it harder for the water to pass 
from the bottom of the boiler up through the gas heater, 
than it is for it to enter the boiler and follow the hot 
water out at the top. See arrows “D” in Fig. 6. 

Another installation which is apt to give trouble is 
shown in Fig. 8. Arrows “A” show the direction of the 
hot water when the faucet is closed. When the hot water 
is being drawn off, cold water enters the boiler and takes 
the direction shown by arrow “B,” thus delivering cold 
water to the branch fitting at “C,” where it mingles with 
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Fig. 6. Fig. 7. 
water faucet is closed, and arrows “B” show the direction 
of the water when the hot water faucet is opened. 

It is quite clear that when the hot water faucet is 
closed, the circulation of the water between the heater 
and the boiler is normal and undisturbed, but when the 
hot water faucet is opened, cold water enters the boiler 
under pressure and can pass from the bottom of the 
boiler to the heater in such a quantity that the heater 
may not have the power to heat it as fast as it flows. 
This cold water mingles with the hot water at the branch 
fitting “C,” making an unsatisfactory job, delivering luke- 
warm water instead of hot, greatly reducing the hot 
water supply.

the hot water coming from the boiler. The use of a non- 
by-pass tee on the boiler at “2” will correct the trouble. 
See dotted lines. 

Fig. 9 shows a method of connection, which is some- 
times used with more or less satisfaction. However, there 
are some objections to this way of connecting, and these 
are as follows: 

First.—There would be danger of trouble from the coal 
fire, should the water be shut off, as the circulation be- 
tween the boiler and water front would be interfered with, 
as previously mentioned in these articles. 

Second.—Should the water front become choked with 
sediment and rust, it might reduce the flow of water to 
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the gas heater, whereby the heater would be prevented 
from doing its work properly and possibly cause trouble 
with the heater. 

Third.—Should there be a coal fire, and the gas water 
heater started at the same time, there would be the pos- 
sibility of making steam in the heater due to the fact 
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Fig. 9. 


that hot water would be delivered to the heater and then 
reheated by the gas heater. 

Fourth—tThe relative height of the heater to the top 
of the boiler affects the circulation. Should the heater 
be located near the top of the boiler, the circulation will 
be retarded, when’ the water in the boiler on a level with 
the water becomes hot, thus heating the water to a very

high temperature and at the same time reducing the 
quantity because a smaller amount of water passes 
through the heater, due to the retarded circulation. The 
difference in the weight of the hot water in the heater 
and the cold water in the boiler causes it to circulate 
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from the heater to the boiler and back to the heater, this 
being true, it will be seen that when the hot water in the 
boiler reaches a point on a level with the heater, there 
would be less difference in weight, which is the power 
that causes the water to move, therefore, the hot water 
moves slower and consequently is at a lighter tempera- 
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Fig. 12. 

ture and, of course, the slower the water moves through 
the heater, the less quantity will be heated in a given time 
to a given temperature. 

Fifth—The higher the heater is located on the boiler, 
the more loss there will be from reverse circulation. That: 
is, when the gas is burning under the heater, the heating 
member is heating surface; but when the gas is turned 
off the heating member becomes a radiating or cooling 
surface, and as the hot water becomes cool in the heater, 
it naturally settles down passing into the bottom of the 
boiler. The hot water from the top of the boiler follows 
to the heater where it becomes cool, thus the reverse cir- 
culation is set up, with its consequent loss. 

Referring to Fig. 10, arrows “A” show the circulation 
thie 
circulation of the water, when the gas is shut off and 

hot water has been stored in the boiler. The water cools 
much taster in the heater than in the boiler, therefore, 
the water settles down‘*in the heater, followed by the 
hot water from the boiler which is cooled when the water 
front and the gas heaters are connected to the boiler to 
take the flow to the heater from the piping leading from 
the bottom of the boiler to the water front. 


water, when the gas is burning; arrows “B” show 


The best practice is to locate the heater as nearly on 
a level with the bottom of the boiler as possible (see Fig. 


11), and run the pipe from the heater to the hot water 
pipe at the top of the boiler. 
It might be added as a further objection to a connec- 


tion, as shown in Fig. 10, that the gas water heater when 
connected in series with the water front acts as a radiator, 
when the water front is operating, effecting just so much 
loss in hot water. If a non-by-pass tee is used it will 
eliminate the possible trouble from by-passing. 

One other mistake often made in connecting up a gas 
water heater is shown in Fig. 12. Arrows “B” show the 
direction of the water flow when the gas heater is in use 
and the hot water faucet closed. Arrows “A” show the

direction of the water from the heater, when the hot water 
faucet is opened. Arrows “C” show the hot water from 
the boiler, when the hot water faucet is opened, and the 
dotted line shows the better way to run the hot water 
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line. As indicated by dotted lines, use L in place of T 
on pipe above the heater and use a non-by-pass tee in- 
stead of L on top of boiler.

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“Accounts Stated.” 
Where a creditor sends to his debtor a statement of 
the account between them and the debtor assents to the 


balance stated, then the account between them ceases to 
be an open account and becomes an “account stated.” 
The creditor can then bring his action upon the account 
stated as a liquidated demand, and he is entitled to in- 
terest from the date of the assent. This was at first 
confined to accounts between merchants; but the trend 
of modern decisions, the Supreme Court of South Carolina 
Says, in Gwathmey et al. vs. Burgiss, 88 Southeastern Re- 
porter, 816, is to open the doors to persons other than 
merchants. Assent may be expressed, or implied from 
the circumstances, such as a promise to pay the stated 
balance, long retention of the account without question 
of the balance and the like. In the case of Carlon vs. 
First National Bank, 157 Pacific Reporter, 809, the Su- 
preme Court of Oregon says that, unless a debtor objects 
within a reasonable time to an account presented, it will 
be considered as stated. If the facts are clear or undis- 
puted, the court should declare the account to be stated; 
if otherwise, the disputed facts and question whether the 
delay in objecting was reasonable should be left to the 
jury under proper instructions. The burden of proof that 
an account was stated is on the creditor who sets it up; 
and where an account is rendered and retained without 
timely objections, the implied acquiescence is only prima 
facie sufficient evidence of the debt shown by the ac- 
count. The same court says further, in Verrell against 
the same bank, 157 Pacific Reporter, 813, that the rela- 
tionship of debtor and creditor exists between a bank 
and its depositor, and an account stated may result from 
writing up and delivering a passbook to the depositor if 
he fails to object within a reasonable time. A party is 
not precluded, however, from disputing an account if his 
failure to object was induced by fraud or resulted from 
his reliance upon a false representation made by the other 
party concerning some material fact. An alleged account 
stated may be impeached for fraud, error, or mistake. 


Ordering of Goods Without Disclosure of Insolvency. 

The fact of insolvency alone, the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts holds, in Phinney et al. vs. Fried- 
man et al., 113 Northeastern Reporter, 285, will not war- 
rant a finding that when goods were ordered a fraudulent 
purpose was entertained not to pay for them. It is set- 
tled that mere silence or failure by the buyer to inform 
the seller of facts which for his own protection in the 
transaction he ought to know, does not of itself con- 
stitute fraud. And where a purchaser who is insolvent 
buys merchandise without disclosing his financial con- 
dition to the seller who is ignorant of it, but makes no 
inquiry and is not misled by any misrepresentation, there 
is no fraud in law which will avoid the contract, “if the 
purchase is made with a hope to be able to pay and with 
an intention to pay if possible.” Or in other words there 


must be a fixed intention and fraudulent purpose not to 
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pay on the part of the purchaser when the goods are 
obtained. 


Contracts Signed In Ignorance Of Their Contents. 

One is not relieved from a written contract, the Su- 
preme Court of Oklahoma holds, in Ames vs. Milam, 157 
Pacific Reporter, 941, by reason of having signed it in 
ignorance of its contents, unless his signature was pro- 
cured by fraud or mistake. Merely representing, to a 
man in possession of his faculties and able to read, that 
a writing embodies a previous verbal understanding, is 
not such fraud as will avoid the instrument. In this 
case the defendant offered certain evidence of an oral 
agreement with the agent of the plaintiff, and that when 
the contract was tendered him for signature he was busy 
waiting on a customer and the agent represented to him 
that the contract contained their previous oral agree- 
ment, that he, the agent, desired to leave on a train 
about to depart, so there was no time to read the con- 
tract; but the court does not think these facts, if true, 
were a defense. 





WISCONSIN STATE BOARD OF HEALTH IN 
PUBLIC COMFORT STATION CAMPAIGN. 





Under the direction of Louis W. Bridgman, of the 
Bureau of Education, State Board of Health, Madison, 
Wis., a state-wide campaign for public comfort stations 
has recently been started. The co-operation of the news- 
papers of the state has been secured to arouse public 
interest in this municipal need. Mr. Bridgman wrote to 
the editor of “Domestic Engineering” a few weeks ago, 
asking for editorial material on comfort stations which 
he could send to the public press of Wisconsin. One 
article on the need of public comfort stations, written 
by Lieut-Gov. Barrett O’Hara of Illinois, which appeared 
n “Domestic Engineering,” and an article by J. J. Cos- 
grove, were sent to him. Both of these articles have 
since appeared in practically every newspaper in the state 
of Wisconsin. Mr. Bridgman in a recent letter to the 
editor writes: 

“IT am enclosing a number of newspaper clippings to 
indicate the character and extent of public comfort sta- 
tion publicity recently put forth by the educational bureau 
of the Wisconsin State Board of Health. A copy of 
the articles, by Lieut-Gov. O’Hara and J. J. Cosgrove, 
was sent to practically all daily newspapers in this state. 
Although it was liberally run, as the clippings show, it 
is not possible for me to send clippings from all the 
papers using it, for I am not able to see them all. I 
feel, however, that the clippings enclosed furnish a fairly 
adequate exhibit of the results attained by these articles. 
It is our plan to follow this up by similar articles, as 
their availability may dictate.

Heating a Conservatory and Greenhouse’ 


By PROFESSOR J. D. HOFFMAN, Lincoln, Nebr. 


Synopsis of Paper. 

An interesting description is given of a successful installa- 
tion of hot water heating in a greenhouse, involving the ex- 
tension of an older plant and also provisions for future 
extension. A complete analysis of the new installation is 
given. 

N the spring of 1911 the author was asked to lay out 
| the heating system for a conservatory and greenhouse 

building, then in the process of erection. As the con- 
ditions that had to be met were somewhat unusual and 
since it has now had five seasons of successful service, 
a description of the heating system may be of interest to 
the members of the Society. 

Fig. 1 shows the location of. the. new conservatory 
relative to the old one, which had been fitted up in 1909, 
and from which building all the plant development in the 
new building was to be directed. Because of the close 
connection between the work carried on in the two build- 
ings and to simplify operating conditions, the new heating 
plant was connected with the heating plant of the old 
conservatory. The latter was housed in a one and one- 
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flow principle, i. e., all the hot water from the heater was 
directed first to the highest point of the circulating system 
and then subdivided to the various coils and radiators on 
the return flow.

The problem was to connect the new heating system of 
5,000 sq. ft., by conduit to the old heating system having 
1,200 sq. ft. of radiation, increase the heater plant from 
1,850 to 8,000 sq. ft. rated capacity, reconstruct the system 
of mains at the heaters and serve both systems from the

half-story wing on the south side of a three-story building 
devoted to agricultural experiment work. The heating 
system in this plant was hot water, open tank type, with 
the radiators and coils all connected on the downward-

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same plant without interfering with the operation of the 
old plant. 

The new conservatory consisted of a two-story brick 
front building with two 25x100 ft. greenhouse extensions. 
The second floor radiation in the conservatory was to be 
planned but not installed with the heating system; con- 
sequently the new system would operate for the present 
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on the expansion tank in the old system. At a later date, 
if the second floor heating were installed, this tank would 
necessarily be raised to a higher position or moved to the 
new plant since the new elevation would be above that 
of the present tank

The feature that caused the greatest concern in the 
union of the two systems was the fact that the circulating 
water had to be carried by conduit a distance of 100 ft. 
with a rise of less than 6 in. and then extended beyond 
this point a distance of 100 ft. through mains and coils, 
as shown in Fig. 2, with a rise of not to exceed 3 ft. 
The heaters had to be set in the present pit. This was 
sufficiently low to give a fair depth of conduit but per- 
mitted very little pitch to the mains. The heating plant 
was installed according to the plans without change.

When completed every coil and radiator in each of the 
two systems did its work satisfactorily from the first 
firing and has been equal to the most extreme weather 
conditions experienced. 

The calculations for the various rooms for an inside 
temperature of 70 deg., an outside temperature of -10 
deg. and an average water temperature at the coils of 165 


deg. gave:

Two type W-25-8 Ideal boilers, of 3,050 sq. ft. capacity 
each, were installed for the new plant. This was 20 per 
cent above requirements and served as a safety factor.

Provision was also made to enlarge the old boiler by three 
sections and make the three heating units equal. The 
two new units were connected to the old one, as shown 
in Fig. 3, in such a way that any heater could be used on 
either or both systems, as desired. The 66-gal. expansion 
tank was replaced by a 100-gal. tank. The system of 
mains was arranged to have a uniform rise from the heat- 
ers to the ends of the cross trench at the entrance of the 
greenhouses. From these two branch mains, risers and 
leads were taken off to the various coils.

The highest point in the greenhouse system is on the 
line H, Fig. 2, at the center of the greenhouses. The coils 
are fed along this line and the flow through the coils is 
toward the ends of the greenhouses. The coils farthest 
from the conservatory building, being at a disadvantage, 
were given a slight advantage in heating surface. All coils 
were built up with manifold ends and each section was 
valved with a straight-way valve, so that it could be cut 
out for repairs. Radiation was planned for in the second 
floor and the basement, Figs. 4 and 5, but was not put in 
at that time. Fig. 6 shows the details of the coils and con- 


nections to the mains.

History of Organization. 


HE eleventh annual meeting of the American So- 

ciety of Sanitary Engineering took place at 

Newark, N. J., on Tuesday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day, August Ist, 2nd, 3rd and 4th. 

The Robert Treat Hotel was headquarters and the ses- 
sions of the meeting were held in the handsome ball room 
of the hotel. 

Opening Session. 

The convention was opened by President Thomas J. 
Claffy, of Chicago, at 10 a. m., Tuesday. Dr. W. S. Dis- 
brow, president of the Newark Board of Health, cordially 
welcomed the sanitarians to the city on behalf of the 
authorities. He said, he was glad to see men in the same 
field of endeavor meet and exchange information. He 
commended the courage of the inspectors in the discharge 
of their duties, both in the design and supervision of work 
that has such a direct bearing on health.

The presentation of Secretary Lawler’s report followed 
the reading of the minutes of the last meeting. His re- 
port was received and approved. 

President Claffy’s Address. 

President Claffy thereupon delivered his annual address, 
in which he emphasized some of the most urgent needs of 
the society. His address follows herewith in full: 


To the Officers and Members of the American Society of 
Sanitary Engineering. 

Gentlemen:—In presenting my report today as president of 
this society, an honor which has been conferred upon me by 


L. A. Williamson, John Joers and F. W. 


you through four successive terms, permit me to express my. 


keen appreciation of your confidence in me and the honors 
conferred by your votes in the past. 

In laying down the burdens of office I shall try to be brief 
in expressing not only my sentiments but in giving you a 
statement of the work that has been done. 

This society has evidently made itself felt in public affairs 
and has produced an impression, which has been finding 
expression in journals mostly connected with public health 
work during the,past two years. We are of the opinion that 
our efforts have been misunderstood and our motives mis- 
construed. There seems to be a feeling among certain indi- 
viduals of a profession allied with us that we are advocating 
a policy which is not founded on a scientific basis. This has 
been finding its expression in the replacing of practical men 
and plumbers with medical men as inspectors of plumbing 
in some of our smaller towns. This appears to be due to 
the belief that plumbers advocate the theory that infection 
in certain diseases is by germs propagated in and carried or 
distributed by sewer gas or sewer air. 

This society is not responsible for any such ‘statement in 
any of its proceedings. It is responsible for the statement 
that sewer gas or sewer air has a debilitating effect on the 
health of individuals who breathe such an atmosphere and is 
prepared to back that statement to the limit. 

There is no doubt of the fact that the work of this society, 
as outlined in its published records, is of a high standard and 
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Meeting in the 
Valuable Papers Read 


is of inestimable value to the engineer or health officer charged 
with the responsibility of examining and approving plans for 
the light, ventilation, plumbing and drainage in buildings, and 
for the proper installation of plumbing and drainage according 
to the specifications laid down. 

The volumes of the proceedings of our annual meetings 
form a reference library which should be on the desk or in 
the library of every public officer or sanitary engineer charged 
with the responsibilities just mentioned. 

Among some of the things accomplished by this society 
in its brief history may be cited the following: Higher 
standards have been adopted in laws, ordinances and specifi- 
cations governing the design and installation of plumbing

cago, and Treasurer L. J. Lawler, of Pittsburgh, Pa. 


systems and fixtures; a distinctly higher standard in the 
personnel of the inspection service, and the almost universal 
adoption of laws and ordinances governing plumbing and 
drainage throughout the United States. This has been accom- 
plished to such an extent that scarcely a town or city of 
any importance is without such an ordinance, where, say, 
ten years ago a‘ city that had such regulations might be 
classified as the exception. 

The standing and influence of this society is being generally 
more recognized by legislative bodies in the consideration and 
enactment of laws or regulations affecting plumbing and 
drainage, water supply and sewage treatment or disposal. 
Material assistance has been given frequently not only to 
members of this society but to others, who are engaged in 
the promotion of public health conservation by their efforts 
to obtain necessary legislation or to arouse interest among 
medical societies, engineering and plumbing societies, and 
others interested in the passage of laws which would govern 
the design and installation of the things which have been 
mentioned in eonnection with this movement. 

I believe that this society can truly claim credit for the 
final adoption of the standards for extra heavy cast-iron soil 
pipe and fittings, adopted by the National Committee of the 
Confederated Supply Associations. We have also expressed 
our opinion and gone on record as being against the use 
of traps depending on cast concealed partitions to maintain 
a water seal. 

At the annual meeting held in 1911 we went on record also 
in stating that we believed that the water seal in traps of 
all kinds should be protected from loss by means of proper 
and individual vents for such traps. That declaration has 


been re-affirmed at subsequent meetings and still stands. 
Publicity has been given to the evils of bad plumbing and 
its consequences, and also of the danger of explosions of 
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gases in public sewers. Permit me to mention in passing that 
a fatal accident has been caused in Detroit by the explosion 
of gasoline or gas in a large’ public sewer. If there is no 
such thing as sewer gas, then how could there be explosions 
such as those in Detroit, Pittsburgh and Boston, where lives 
were lost and much property was damaged? If there is gas, 
sufficient in quantity to explode and cause such destruction, 
then certainly there must be an ever-existing danger from 
such gases within our buildings, unless means are provided 
to prevent its escape into our living rooms, offices, work- 
_ Shops, etc. 

Much has been said about the latrine and other obsolete 
forms and types of plumbing fixtures, and we may claim some 
credit for presenting information of some value to our mem- 
bers, who have copies of our proceedings in their library, on 
this much-discussed latrine. Needless to say it has been 
condemned and consigned to the museum of antiquities. 

Our position and standing as a society had been fixed; our 
past is history, brief but honorable; what our future may be 
lies with us who are assembled here today and with those of 
our members who are with us in spirit. You have seen fit 
to heap honors upon me, not only as your secretary but as 
your president for four successive terms, as I stated a while 
ago, and I deeply appreciate the honors as well as the re- 
sponsibilities. I realize probably better than most of you the 
fact that the responsibilities of the position have not been 
fulfilled in the manner in which they should be. Many things 
have been responsible for this seeming failure to rise to the 
occasion. 

When the dues were raised about three years ago, it was 
believed that the increased revenue would provide means for 
carrying out some of the research work planned by this 
society. Inasmuch as most of our members are men who carry 
their responsibilities almost alone in their home towns, and 
whose meagre income will not warrant the paying of individual 
dues at the increased rate, and whose cities fail to do so, it 
has developed that the increased rate was not received gen- 
erally with approbation and has resulted in the falling off 
of the payment of dues. It is the experience of most men 
in organizations, that failure to pay dues means a loss of 
interest in the society or organization. The stress of the 
business world, due to the upheaval caused by the European 
war, has also resulted in more or less retrenchment among the 
municipalities as well as business firms. This also has tended 
to retard the work, which we had in mind, and to curtail 
our income. 

It was felt by the members in attendance at our San Fran- 
cisco meeting in 1915 that it was one of the most successful 
meetings yet held, by reason of the fact that the papers and 
reports submitted and the discussions which followed were 
the best in the annals of our history. On account of the 
great expense involved in holding the meeting at such a dis- 
tance from the central part of this country it was felt by 
your officers and board of directors a departure from our 
accustomed method of printing our reports was justified. It 
was believed that printing our proceedings or reports in 
monthly or quarterly issues, carrying advertising matter, 
would be self-supporting from a financial standpoint and be 
the means of stimulating interest in our work, increasing our 
membership and raising our standards eventually. A meeting 
was held, as has been reported by our honorable secretary, 
for the board of directors to consider the signing of a con- 
tract for that purpose. We do not believe that the officers 
are in any way to blame for the failure of the printer to 
carry out his agreement, consequently they are in no way to 
blame for the failure to print the proceeding of our 1915 
meeting. I do believe, however, that it is perfectly feasible to 
have our proceedings printed either in book or magazine form, 
carrying sufficient advertising to cover all printing expenses, 
provided, however, that careful attention is given to the 
editing and to the elimination of all questionable advertising 
or matter which might not reflect credit on the society. 

I have been actively engaged for the past seven years in 
the work of this society, either as its secretary or president, 
and I am fairly familiar with its trials, its struggles and its 
accomplishments. I regret to say that to me it seems we are 
growing weaker instead of stronger. Whether the reason may 
be found in the things which have been stated or in other 
things, with which I am not familiar, I am unable to say, 
but it does seem that some action should be taken here and 
now to inject new life or create a new spirit and to crystallize 
interest in our organization, to the end that it may not only 
be prevented from going to pieces but to assume a higher 
place in the sphere of sanitary engineering. It would seem 
to me a great loss to sanitation in general and especially to 
the part played by those whose efforts have meant success, if 
this organization were to disband. To prevent such a calamity 
I would suggest that our constitution be revised so as to 
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broaden the scope and bring into this association all those 
interested in plumbing or sanitation. Our membership should 
include professors and teachers of elementary physics and 
engineering in our colleges and schools, plumbing inspectors, 
health officers, civil and sanitary engineers, architects, and 
all others interested in plumbing or sanitation with reference 
to the home, the school or the municipality. 

I would further suggest that a committee be appointed by 
our incoming officers to bring in new members and give the 
association the numerical and financial strength needed, with- 
out which it cannot be expected to accomplish much. Let me 
suggest also that each and every one of us keep in mind the 
high standards set forth as the aim and object of this society 
by its founders and the dignity which should attach to our 
membership in an engineering society such as this. 

It is unquestionably true that a society of sanitary engineer- 
ing is bound to exist in this country, because it is a necessity, 
and who has a better right to membership than its founders 
and you and I and every one of us, who have carried the 
burdens of the early trials which beset us as they beset 
every new society. 

Let me suggest that the necessity for revising the consti- 
tution has occurred to me repeatedly in the following articles 
and sections: 

Suggested Revision. 


Article V, Sec. 1. The annual dues of associate members 
shall be $5.00, payable each vear in advance or not later than 
two months after notification of election to membership, etc. 

Article VI, Sec. 4. The board of directors shall consist of 
three members of the society in addition to the president and 
secretary, making a full board of five persons. Of the three 
members of this board one shall be elected for one year, one 
for two years, and one for three years, so that one member 
shall be elected to replace the retiring member at each annual 
meeting, etc. 

A further amendment of the constitution in some minor 
respects is necessary but can well be deferred. 

It is to be regretted that many of the members who have 
ability and experience sufficient to make them valuable ad- 
juncts to this society are far in arrears, on account of the 
increased rate in annual dues, which for good and sufficient 
reasons they did not feel justified in paying, and it would seem 
desirable that a committee be appointed to consider the best 
means to retain such men in the society by making them a 
concession which would appear reasonable and at the same 
time conserve the rights of those who have manfully paid their 
dues even at the increased rate. 

In submitting to you the account of my stewardship, and at 
the same time laying down the burdens and responsibilities of 
the high office with which you have honored me, let me again 
express to you my heartfelt gratitude for the honors conferred 
and at the same time extend to the officers associated with 
me that gratitude, which every man feels who has been nobly 
assisted in the work of heavy responsibility. I trust that my 
successor may have your continued and kindly consideration, 
your loyal support and greater enthusiasm in the assistance 
given him by the individual members as well as by his associate 


officers.

Upon motion the society then went into a committee of 
the whole to consider the recommendations in the Presi- 
dent’s report. 

H. Y. Carson, on the subject of expansion of the so- 
ciety, said that new members who can find benefit in 
participating in the society’s meetings and work can be 
found among the more than fifty colleges which are con- 
ducting courses of instruction touching on ganitation. Such 
students want more information. They can help the so- 
ciety and will if the matter is placed before them properly, 
he said. Other fields are in all the factories producting 
plumbing goods. 

S. Gilmore said the society is of great benefit to him 
when visiting architects. The mere mention of his mem- 
bership, he said, brings an avalanche of questions which 
he is glad to answer. 

As to increasing the membership and usefulness of the 
society, Mr. Claffy said a lot of credit is due inspector 
members, who have largely provided the membership num- 
ber, but unfortunately the engineer members have not 
done all that they might have done. 

This led the way to considerable discussion as to what 
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fields new members should be drawn from, by a number 
of those present. . 

The matter of encouraging State Chapters of the society 
was brought up by Mr. Devine. This and other matters 
discussed, it was decided, would be taken: up for further 
consideration when the meeting should reconvene as a 
committee of the whole later on. 

The session adjourned at noon. 

Tuesday Afternoon, 

On account of the unexpected absence of Dr. W. W. 

Franklin, of East Orange, who was scheduled to address 


_ the meeting, that portion of the program of the Tuesday 


afternoon session was deferred till later. Minor matters 
for discussion were taken up in the interim before H. L. 
Alt, of Brooklyn, addressed the meeting. 

In introducing the subject of Camp Sanitation, Mr. Alt 
prefaced his talk regarding the need for a uniform standard 
of plumbing regulation by saying: “One of the greatest

hindrances which the modern sanitary engineer and in- 
spector has to combat, is the matter of inconsistency even 
among themselves as to just what constitutes good plumb- 
ing.” 

In the matter of camp sanitation Mr. Alt said, “When 
the mobilization of the National Guard was ordered re- 
cently, the condition was far from satisfactory. In spite 
of the fact that a local state encampment had been ordered 
to take place at a date some two or three weeks subse- 
quent to the mobilization order and although this was 
known for a considerable time before, the camp site was 
not in condition to receive troops, nor was it in proper 
condition even two weeks later.” 

He recommended that the sanitary engineers be or- 
ganized along the lines of the industrial preparedness 
movement. Practical sanitary men could, in short time, 
prepare themselves to be competent to arrange a sanitary 
layout, and it was his opinion that an efficient corps of en- 
gineers should be organized among the membership of 
the society. He contended that this would be a great op- 
portunity for the society, to render a lasting and patriotic 
service to the country. : 

Augustus V. Hamburg, president of the Newark Board 
of Trade, extended a hearty welcome to the delegates at 
this point, on behalf of the business interests of Newark.

William C. Groeniger, Ohio State Inspector of Plumb- 
ing, presented a lengthy report of the Committee to Pro- 
mote Standardization for Basis of Plumbing Codes, this 
body being a sub-committee of the Committee on Re- 
search. Mr. Groeniger then read a paper on “The Neces- 
sity of Sanitary Plumbing.” 

Upon motion Frank L. Moar, of Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
and Charles M. Utter, of Joliet, Ill., were unanimously 
elected to membership. 

H. Y. Carson, of New York, read an introduction to 
the report of the Committee on Research. In conjunction 
with this Mr. Carson suggested that the President ap- 
point a committee of three to amend the constitution and 
by-laws so as to define the duties of future chairmen of 
sub-committees and Committees on Research. This was 
moved and carried. 

Recess was then declared. 

Upon reconvening the society went into the committee 
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of the whole, when the matter of revising the by-laws so 
as to provide tor a reduction in the annual dues was taken 
up. Considerable discussion resulted in a motion to reduce 
the dues to $5 per year, which was carried. Another ac- 
tion resulted in the reduction of the initiation fee from 
$10 to $5. 

After considerable discussion the constitution was 
amended to waive the initiation fee for the admission to 
membership of ten or more members as a chapter. 

Adjournment was taken at 5:30 o’clock. 

Wednesday Morning. 

When the meeting came to order on Wednesday morn- 
ing the society unanimously elected to membership 
Thomas W. Connelly and George H. Hillyard, both of 
Rochester, N. Y. 

The regular order of the program was continued with 
the reading of a report of the Committee on Research. 

The Sub-committee on Standard Specifications for Brass 
Goods, Used in Connection with House Drainage Systems, 
presented a lengthy report by L. A. Cornelius, chairman. 

Owing to a lack of data the Sub-Committee on Standard 
Specifications for Roughing-in Measurements in All Types 
of Water Closets, Fixtures and Slop Sink Fixtures was 
unable to report, and it was requested that the committee 
be continued until next year. 
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President Claffy, in the absence of James Walker, chair- 
man of the Sub-Committee to Investigate and Report on 
the Action or Reaction of Drain Air on the Life of Various 
Materials used in House Drainage Systems, read the re- 
port of that committee. 

In connection with the report of the Sub-Committee to 
Investigate and Report on Explosions of Sewer Gases 
with Recommendations for Properly Preventing Entrance 
of Explosive Mixtures into Sewers, which was read by 
George J. Dehn, a number of lantern slides were pre- 
sented, illustrating installation and operation of various 
types of drainage traps and systems, with particular atten- 
tion to garage equipment. 

Lantern slides illustrating Mr. Cornelius’s report were 
then projected. These showed the different methods of 
trapping fixtures from the present time back to 1868 and 
the many unsuccessful attempts to provide against siphon- 
age. 

Adjournment was then taken until evening. 

Wednesday Afternoon. 

Wednesday afternoon the entire convention party visited 
the plant of the Central Foundry Co., in Newark, where 
an instructive tour of the foundries revealed the interest- 
ing process of manufacturing cast iron pipe and fittings. 

Later the party took dinner at Fiegenspan’s Brewery, 
a novel and entertaining Dutch lunch experience. 


Wednesday Evening. 

Wednesday evening was given over to the third profes- 
sional session of the meeting. H. Y. Carson presented 
an interesting paper on “The Economics of House 
Drainage.” 

A moving picture lecture presenting the Manufacture of 
Pipe and Fittings was then given by R. S. Roland, of the 
National Tube Co. 

A. C. Shaver, chairman, read a report of the Sub-Com- 
mittee to Collect Data and Report on Materials in House 
Sewers and Drains. 

Adjournment until Thursday followed. 


Thursday Morning. 

Thursday morning’s session was opened with the read- 
ing of a paper by John Heffernan, of Houston, Texas, on 
the subject of “Publicity for the Public and Education 
for the Plumber,” in which he pointed out the necessity 
for uniform sanitary codes. 

“Publicity and Preparedness” was the title of a paper 
then presented by W. C. Groeniger. 

The Committee to Collect Data on Oily Wastes and 
Grease in Drains and Sewers reported by George J. Dehn, 
chairman. 

A. E. Hansen, of New York, spoke on “Disposal of 
Sewage from Residences and Small Institutions,” using 
lantern slides to illustrate the details of plants and equip- 
ment. It was conceded that a great deal of benefit was 
imparted in the points brought out by Mr. Hansen. 


Public Comfort Station Failures. 

President Claffy then read a paper by J. J. Cosgrove, 
manager of the Public Comfort Station Bureau of the 
Confederated Supply Associations, entitled “Public Com- 
fort Station Failures,’ which follows herewith in part: 


It is always more pleasant to speak of successes than of 
failures, although I believe I am safe in saying that in the 
engineering field we learn more from our failures than from our 
successes. That being true, as we are here to learn, I am 
going to speak to you to-day about the failures of public com- 
fort stations, so that we may avoid those failures in the future. 

I am engaged in promoting the building of public comfort 
stations through the country, and yet, I am frank to state, 
that almost all public comfort stations built to date are fail- 
ures. There are exceptions, of course, but the exceptions only 
emphasize the failures. They do not lessen or excuse them. 

New York City, which as would be expected has been a lead- 
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er in the building of public comfort stations, has been a great 
sufferer in this respect. Not that the authorities have not 
tried hard to succeed, for they have built all kinds and con- 
ditions of public comfort stations, cheap and expensive, only 
to find them condemned by public and health departments as 
unsatisfactory. Indeed, I venture to say, according to the 
standards laid down by the Public Comfort Station Bureau, 
there is not a satisfactory station in New York City to-day. 

In New York City the public comfort stations are in charge 
of the Department of Parks, and in order that you may under- 
stand that I am not simply giving my own individual opinion 
in the matter, I -vill quote from the Annual Report of the De- 
partment of Parks for the year 1914, as follows: 

“During the year the Department was forced to close the 
men’s comfort station at Madison Square Park, and those at 
Canal Street and Grand Street Parks. The Board of Estimate 
had not acted favorably on the Department requests for repair 
funds. These three places had been condemned by the De- 
partment of Health as objectionable on both sanitary and moral 
grounds. The structures at Canal and Grand Streets were dis- 
mantled and the sites converted to other uses. 

‘“‘Early in the year the Architect of the Department who has 
the maintenance of buildings under his charge was directed 
to make a study and report of the comfort station situation. 
The results showed clearly that faulty planning is in evidence 
and that too frequently have comfort stations been erected 
haphazard, without due consideration of the relative needs of 
different sections and the reiative distance between the vari- 
ous comfort stations. It seems reasonably clear that there 
should be devised a new small type of comfort station for 
such districts, as along the West Street water-front, and that 
this type and the larger type be then standardized so as to 
reduce their construction cost to a minimum. The whole city 
should then be mapped out so that it can be exactly deter- 
mined what kind and at what points new comfort stations 
should be placed, and the order of their immediate importance. 
This could be done by general conference of those departments 
including the Park Department, which now has comfort sta- 
tion management under its control. 

“The present conveniences in the comfort station at Madison 
Square Park which consist of a small frame building, contain- 
ing a woman’s toilet on the main story and a man’s toilet in 
the basement, have for years past been a constant source of 
complaint both from the public and the Board of Health. 

“On several occasions during the last year, after conference 
with the Board of Health, the men’s toilet has been closed, but 
the nature of the ground and the continuous conditions of 
seepage for years has made any repair of doubtful profit and 
short duration. 

“The situation at the Madison Square Comfort Station is 
undoubtedly serious, both from the view-point of health and 
morals, and something should be done at once to remedy the 
situation. The structure is beyond improvement and is a dis- 
grace to.the community. It is a question at the present time 
whether or not it should be closed on account of its insanitary 
condition.” 

You will note that the reason these public comfort stations 
were failures was because they were lacking in sanitation and 
had an immoral atmosphere. But lack of sanitation and im- 
moral atmospheres are effects, not causes. A home, an Office 
or a building of any kind can become insanitary or immoral, 
so we must seek further to find the cause. 

In the booklet we have published, “Standards for Public 
Comfort Stations,’’ we have pointed out the fundamental cause 
of public comfort station failures, and the way to avoid such 
failures. Those who are sufficiently interested to apply for a 
copy can have it, together with a copy of our plan of cam- 
paign as outlined in “‘The American Plan.” 


The society then amended its constitution to provide 
for the election of three directors to be elected for one, 
two and three years, respectively. 

The applications for membership from the following 
were favorably acted upon: Louis Maier, Plainfield, N. J., 
and Joseph Sonneberg, Irvington, N. J., as active mem- 
bers; and Compound Injector and Specialty Co., Chicago, 
as contributing member. 


Summary of Work Done by the Committee on Research. 


Harry Y. Carson, chairman of the Committee on Re- 
search, thereupon read the following resumé of this com- 


mittee’s work: 

The titles of the 1916 Committee on Research report as 
printed on the programme of this Convention speaks for itself. 
It is advisable, however, to state briefly the nature and con- 
tents of the reports. 
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The general committee was organized into five separate sub- 
committees which were headed by the following men: L. A. 
Cornelius, chairman of Sub-Committee on Standard Specifica- 
tions for Brass Goods used in connection with house Drainage 
Systems; H. F. Shade, chairman of Sub-Committee on Stan- 
dard Specifications for ‘‘Roughing In’ Measurements in all 
types of Water Closet Fixtures and Slop Sink Fixtures; Isaac 
R. Carver, chairman of Sub-Committee to Investigate and Re- 
port on Explosion of Sewer Gases, with Recommendations for 
Properly Preventing Entrance of Explosive Mixtures into 
Sewers; A. C. Shaver, chairman of Sub-Committee to collect 
Data and Report on Materials Best Adapted for House Sewers 
and House Drains; James R, Walker, chairman Sub-Committee 
to Investigate and Report on the Action or Reaction of Drain 
Air on the Life of Various Materials Used in House Drainage 
Systems. 

All of these reports with the exception of one are illustrated 
by numerous pictures and drawings which are projected on a 
screen by stereopticon—the picture machine being loaned to 
the Society by courtesy of the Local Plumber’s Union of 
Newark. 

In the absence of reports from H. F. Shade and Isaac R. 
Carver, George R. Stolz and George J. Dehn were appointed 
to act as chairman pro tem in the place of these two gentle- 
men. 

The report by Chairman Cornelius covered in a very able 
manner the various developments of lavatory or basin traps 
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necessity of workmen having to change measurements by de- 
ranging and weakening certain parts of the drainage system. 

George J. Dehn who, as chairman pro tem of the sub-com- 
mittee on sewer gas explosions, described at some length sev- 
eral special devices for eliminating oily and gasoline wastes 
from sewers, also reviewed in his report the interesting tests 
conducted in 1915 by the Bureau of Mines of the United States 
Government on explosions and explosive mixtures in Pittsburgh 
sewers. The two important recommendations made in Chair- 
man Dehn’s report are: (1) to prevent the entrance of explo- 
sive fluids or gases into the sewers by suitable plumbing, catch- 
basins or traps; and, (2) to provide for a free circulation of 
fresh air through the sewers in the streets at all times. 

A well written report by Chairman Shaver on Materials best 
adapted for House-Sewers and House-Drains covered this sub- 
ject from every conceivable angle. The report urges that the 
sanitary engineering profession should view the question of 
materials used in sanitary work from the point of view of 
modern conditions and not be guided by past history and obso- 
lete practices. The report points out that we have reached an 
era which imposes-the sanitary requirement of tight sewers 
as well as tight house-drainage systems. Engineers and mu- 
nicipalities are confronted with the necessity of selecting mate- 
rials which will remain tight after being laid and put into serv- 
ice. The report discusses the problems of sewer design from 
the sanitary, economic and municipal standpoint and states the 
various principles involved. 
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Newark Plumbing Inspectors’ Entertainment Committee and the Newark Master Plumbers’ Entertainment Committee, the lat- 
ter consisting of Messrs. McGuire, Taafe, Turbett, Stirling and Spatcner. 


and touched upon the subject of overflows for these types of 
fixtures. An attempt was not made to discuss the details of 
other fixtures such as traps for water closets, urinals and 
bath tubs for the reason that such would be too large an un- 
dertaking for a single year’s work; but, the suggestion was 
made that succeeding committees take up successively these 
other details, as the work of the future research in this branch 
of plumbing is developed. 

After discussing the lavatory trap from many angles Chair- 
man Cornelius recommended certain standard specifications 
for the consideration of the society. 

The important recommendations were: (1) To use drawn 
brass tubing of not less than No. 17 gauge which amply permits 
of the use of the New England standard thread for brass; 
i. e. twenty threads to the inch; (2) a test of not less than 25 
lb. per sq. in. on all brass basin traps; and (3) the enlarging 
of the basin strainer outlet to an area of not less than the 
area of the outlet pipe of the basin trap. 

Acting Chairman Stolz reported that insufficient progress has 
been made by the committee investigating ‘‘roughing in’’ meas- 
urements of closets and slop-sinks and that a report would be 
inadvisable at this time. He dwelt upon the importance of this 
subject and urged that the committee’s work be continued over 
to next year. Chairman Carson pointed out that this Com- 
mittee had been organized with the purpose to classify water- 
closet and slop-sink fixtures in accordance with the types of 
usage they undergo or any other convenient classification which 
would enable the manufacturers to assign certain standard 
roughing-in measurements to each of the various types. It 
was urged that such a standardization in measurements would 
also tend to standardize iron and lead bends, and prevent the 


The report made by Chairman Walker on the action of drain 
air in causing the deterioration of soil, waste and vent piping 
in buildings also touches upon the questions of expansion and 
contraction of housé-drainage lines, shrinkage and settlement 
of buildings and relative cost and economy of the various mate- 
rials which are at present used. The report makes it clear 
that drain air exerts a strong corrocvive influence upon the 
internal walls of house-drainage piping. It is urged by Chair- 
man Walker that materials must last longer than the build- 
ings if modern plumbing is to We classed as sanitary. Mate- 
rials which have lasted only 15, 20 or 25 years are unsuitable 
and steps should be taken to prevent the use of all materials 
which have not stood the test of time. 


Thursday Afternoon. 

At the opening of the final session of the meeting A. E. 
Hansen, of New York, was elected to active membership, 
and the I. X. L. Pump & Mfg. Co., of Philadelphia, as a 
contributing member. 

Grand Rapids, Mich., was selected as the place for the 
next meeting, to be held some time in August, 1917. 

Upon action, all proposed revisions of the by-laws was 
left for the consideration of the Board of Directors with 
power to act on all recommendations. 

President Claffy here referred to the death last fall of 
James McGrath, of Louisville, Ky., a member of the Board 
of Directors. He stated that engraved resolutions of con- 
dolence were sent to Mr. McGrath’s family at the time. 
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Action was taken ordering that all papers read before 
this meeting be printed in the proceedings of the society.

GOVERNMENT FAILS TO HALT ENGRAVERS. 
NEW YORK STATE AUTHORITIES SECURE 
INDICTMENTS, HOWEVER. 





In view of the Government’s activity in prosecuting 
both associations of master plumbers and associations of 
manufacturers making plumbing goods, it will no doubt 
be of interest to the trade to know what is being done 
in the engraving line without interference of the govern- 
ment up to the present time. 

It appears that the Photo-Engravers’ Board of Trade 
of New York, in common with the engravers in Chicago 
and some other cities, has issued a scale of prices to be 
charged by all its members. These new prices represent 
an advance of from 20 to 200 per cent in the price pre- 
viously charged for photo-engravings. The photo-en- 
gravers succeeded in putting these prices into effect in 
40 cities throughout the country and the advance, steep 
as it is, was meekly adopted. 

The New York Trade Press Association, however, re- 
fused to accept what it regarded as a high-handed action 
and, moreover, an illegal combination in restraint of 
trade. The association, therefore brought the facts to 
the attention of District-Attorney Swann. This official 
of New York County, after a thorough consideration of 
the conditions, expressed the belief that the state law 
known as the Donnelly act, which forbids combinations 
in restraint of trade, had been violated. 

Recognizing the standing of the engravers as business 
men, District Attorney Swann called them before him 
and gave them an opportunity to discontinue the actions 
which he believed to be illegal. Although the photo- 
engravers agreed in writing tg do this, the agreement was 
not lived up to, and District Attorney Swann, therefore, 
laid the facts before the Grand Jury. The Grand Jury 
has found an indictment against eight members of the 
Photo-Engravers’ Board of Trade, and, within a short 
time, these men will be brought up for trial in the Court 
of General Sessions. 


The indictment sets forth, among other things, that the 
forty or more persons, firms or corporations in New York 
County, who entered into the agreement to raise prices 
had previously been severally and separately engaged, 
each in free and unrestricted competition with each 
of the others and with all other concerns engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of photo-engravings. It also states 
that the concerns in question manufactured and sold up- 
wards of 90 per cent of all the photo-engravings man- 
ufactured and sold in the County of New York. 


Convictions in this case carries with it heavy penalties 
in the way of fines and imprisonment.

THE AMERICAN PLAN FOR PUBLIC COMFORT 
STATIONS. 





J. J. Cosgrove, director of the Public Comfort Station 
Bureau of the National Committee of Confederated Supply 
Associations, has just issued the following bulletin under 
the title of “The American Plan for Public Comfort 
Stations”: 

“The American Plan” purposes the building of a public 
comfort station at every point throughout the United 
States where a public comfort station is needed. To in- 
troduce the plan, we are starting out to build a system of 
roadside stations in cities along our highways, analogous 
to passenger stations along the right-of-way of a railway 
line. The following will explain the necessity for this. 

If you start from New York to San Francisco by train, 
at the station you find a warm, comfortable waiting room, 
with a stand where papers, periodicals, candy, tobacco, etc., 
can be had. In addition, there are telephone booths, pure 
wholesome drinking water and toilet accommodations for 
men and women. Even when you board a train all these 
conveniences are to be had. 

If, on the other hand, you start out on the same journey 
by automobile, or as later will be the case by aeroplane, 
at no points along the highway, even the national high- 
way, are stations to be found.’ The entire motor-traveling 
public is dependent on private kindness for accommoda- 
tions, and this in spite of the fact that more people now 
travel by motor than by train. 

Now, we purpose to use our joint influence in a great 
civic campaign to have erected in every city through which 
a main highway runs, one or more public comfort stations, 
provided with a comfortable waiting room, equipped with 
sanitary toilet accommodations for men and women, con- 
taining pure and wholesome drinking water, and in hard- 
water localities having a small water-softening apparatus 
for supplying soft water for automobile radiators. The 
stations will be equipped with telephones so that wherever 
located the traveler will always be in touch with the out- 
side world. Other necessary electrical equipment will like- 
wise be provided. The waiting room can be used, too, 
as an émergency hospital in case of accidents along the 
road, while telephones connecting the various stations 
along the line will tend to prevent crime or check the 
escape of those engaged in criminal practices along the 
highways. . 

In the western part of the country where cities are 
rather far apart, we will have counties or townships put 
up community buildings along the lines of travel, con- 
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taining auditoriums where lectures can be delivered, mov- 
ing-picture or other entertainments given: libraries 
housed, halls where dances can be held and rural com- 
panies of State militia or national guards organized, 
drilled and quartered. Public comfort stations, of course, 
will form part of such structures. 

In the small towns and villages throughout the country, 
it is contemplated building small stations at little cost to 
take care of the needs of the strangers within their gates. 

This very comprehensive system of national improve- 
ments we have in mind would not be complete if we did 
not look to the future and make provision for the needs 
of aviation for at least the next decade. 

Congress has just appropriated money for the purchase 
of 150 aeroplanes for the Navy. No doubt a much larger 
number will be provided for the Army, and this is just a 
beginning. The papers recently carried an account of the 
consent of Congress having been asked to establish a 
regular aeroplane line between Cleveland and Detroit. 
With the ending of the European War, many of the 500,000 
aeroplanes now used by the contending hosts will be 
thrown on the market. A large number of them will find 
their way to this country and be added to the machines 
purchased here for pleasure and profit so that within ten 
years aeroplanes will become as numerous almost as auto- 
mobiles are today. In this system of public comfort 
stations, then, we want to provide the necessary ground 
for landing, parking and starting of aeroplanes, being 
liberal in the land appropriated, for it is comparatively 
cheap now and we must provide against the future when 
a large space will be required to care for the increased 
numbers who then fly. 

There is no commercialism in our plan or organization. 
It was conceived in a humanitarian spirit by an American 
who visited Europe and was there struck with the 
thorough way European countries had taken care of the 
needs of the public, so far as public comfort stations are 
concerned, and wished to see the United States outdo 
them under an “American Plan.” 

Under this “‘American Plan” the stations will be heated 
in winter, provided with hot and cold water, and all neces- 
sary conveniences, yet they will be not only self-support- 
ing, but will pay for themselves inside of ten years. We 
collect no money for the work, but through the united 
efforts of national organizations working locally with 
commercial and civic bodies, we bring influence to bear 
on city governments to appropriate money for the build- 
ings within their limits. A building such as we recommend 
for the larger cities will cost approximately $10,000. 

Associated in this great work are: The American Auto- 
mobile Association, the National Old Trails Road Associa- 
tion and the National Highways Association. 

The Department of War has assigned an officer to co- 
operate with us in our work, incorporating in the system 
of building those special features which will make them 
of the greatest value in time of war. The Department of 
the Interior likewise is interested, and a member of the 
Agricultural Department has been asked to work with us 
in promoting the building of community houses in rural 
districts, a movement they have been greatly interested in 
for some time. 

This is perhaps the most comprehensive civic movement 
ever started in this country, and betters living conditions 
wherever one may be. It helps systematize.and improve 
the highways; makes travel by motor, carriage, horseback 
or on foot more pleasant; takes care of the crowds that 
assemble in cities; promotes good health; betters rural 
conditions; makes happy the social life on the farm; pro- 
vides aeroplane stations in all parts of the country, and 
is of great military value in case of war. 
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Societies and individuals are invited to co-operate in the 
work. The campaign for public comfort stations belongs 
to noone. It is a great general uprising for conveniences 
so long needed and equally long denied. 

To be part of the national system of stations, however, 
it will be well to work in co-operation with our Bureau. 
Much money has been spent in the past for comfort sta- 
tions that are a failure, simply because the local authorities 
were not in of the information we have 
gathered; so, when planning locally for a public comfort 
station make it part of the national system, and write to 
us about it, so we can start you right.

by foreign countries. Prominent trade authorities state 
that steel buying by Europe promises to continue on a 
large scale and that further important orders for shells 
will be announced. Respecting the new buying move- 
ment that set in a few weeks ago the “Daily Iron Trade” 
says: “Tremendous shell steel orders being closed with 
mills or under negotiations reach fully 500,000 tons, with 
deliveries running far into next year. Rapid advances of 
ocean freight rates greatly hampers further pig iron ex- 
port business.” The Pullman Co. is having plans pre- 
pared for the erection of three additional buildings at 
Pullman, which will cost about $3,000,000. The pig iron 
market closed with a firm tone last week, with indica- 
tions that new business of importance was likely to be 
booked within the next few days. New foreign inquiries 


for approximately 5,000 tons of low phosphorus and 
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foundry iron appeared in the market late in the week. 
There was also an improved domestic demand for North- 
ern iron.

A firmer market for copper was experienced this past 
week, which was maintained on the increased volume of 
inquiries for the metal. Domestic and foreign interests 
alike were represented in the requests, the largest de- 
mand coming from domestic sources. Inquiries from 
foreign sources, however, were reported for about 2,- 
000,000 pounds for November and December delivery. 
Another inquiry was for from 3,000,000 to 10,000,000 


,pounds of copper for delivery up to February, 1917. A 


feature of the week was the large sales reported, which 
were largely brought about by options, which expired last 
week, being exercised by the firms holding them. Many 
sales were at from 27 cents to 27% cents for last quarter 
delivery, although there are reports that some metal is 
available at 26% cents. 

Tin, 

A review of the tin market during the past week dis- 
closes a very quiet but easier situation. At the opening 
the market was strong, but in the course of trading it 
eased off until it declined to 38% cents. There was a 
decided lack of inquiries during the early part of the 
week, but with no improvement later on. Arrivals last 
week were light, while at present there is afloat 3,230 
tons. 

Lead. 

The reduction in the price of lead by the American 
Smelting and Refining Co. to 6 cents per pound was the 
feature of the market last week. The market continues 
dull, however, in spite of concessions reported from the 
leading producer’s price. Neither domestic nor foreign 
consumers have shown any disposition to purchase at 
the levels now prevailing. 


Spelter, 

After displaying firmness the spelter market exhibited 
a downward trend late last week. The reduction re- 
sulted in consumers placing some orders, but those were 
said to be for small amounts. At the close of the week 
prime Western spelter, East St. Louis, was being quoted 
for prompt delivery at 8% cents.

In order to accommodate the thousands of bathers dur- 
ing the hot weather, who seek the refreshing waters of 
Lake Michigan, Mayor Thompson has been asked to pro- 
vide floating bathhouses as a sanitary adjunct at local 
bathing beaches. It is proposed to have these floating 
bathhouses equipped with a dozen or more shower baths 
and lavatories. F. R. Dickenson, a Chicagoan, interested 
in sanitary reforms, has written the mayor a letter which 
we quote here in part: “Floating bathhouses are in com- 
mon use in European cities and would be a decided asset 
in American cities situated on water fronts. The floating 
bathhouses are built on the lines of a large scow, roofed 
over and having dressing rooms and shower baths on all 
four sides. Buoyancy is obtained by the use of air com- 
partments under the dressing rooms so arranged as to 
float the structure at a level which will insure a depth of 
water of three or four feet or any other desirable depth. 
These bathhouses would cost comparatively little, would 
require only a small amount of supervision, and could be 
rendered virtually self-supporting by making a small charge 
for admission.”

Louisville and Vicinity. 


Business with the Louisville plumbing concerns has 
been fairly active during the past thirty days, in spite of 
the fact that building permits in July slumped off greatly, 
because no large permits were issued during the month. 
However, there have been numerous small jobs let, and 
a good deal of repair work. The result has been that 
Louisville houses have been as busy as usual for this 
season of the year. The Building Inspector’s report for 
July showed a total of 185 permits for buildings to cost 
$185,380, as compared with 219 permits for buildings to 
cost $599,320 in July of last year. This total of last year 
included the Y. W. C. A. building, costing $155,000 and 
the Speed Building, $365,000. Most of the work on both 
plants is being done this season, however. 

Louisville plumbing manufacturers and jobbers are 
greatly interested just now in a recent decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission ordering the Louisville 
& Nashville Railroad to perform general terminal services 
for all of the railroads entering Louisville instead of 
exercising a monopoly on certain terminals and refusing 
to ship competing freight for other lines. The railroad, 
under contract with the C. & O. line, has switched all 
of this road’s local freight, but in its refusal to switch 
cars to or from plants on its sidings for other roads has 
caused the shippers a great deal of trouble and often a 
great outlay in the way of drayage between terminals. 
The railroad is said to be disposed to fight the order, 
it being claimed that if the C. & O. switching is refused, 
the L. & N. would then not be discriminating and would 
be inside of its rights in refusing to lift or dispose of 
competitive freight to or from sidings on its own lines. 
The fight was started about three years ago by the Board 
of Trade. 

The Louisville Master Plumbers’ Association at a recent 
meeting adopted resolutions calling for the preparation 
of a set of articles relative to relations between con- 
tracting plumbers, architects, contractors and builders. 
These regulations will contain a number of improvements 
upon the present way plumbing contracting is handled, 
one of the chief items being in connection with the pay- 
ment to the plumbers of sums due on the work as it is 
completed. The association has ordered that the resolu- 
tiofis be printed and sent to all of the plumbers, archi- 
tects, contractors, etc. 

Due to the fact that bad weather ruined the July picnic 
of the Louisville Master Plumbers’ Association it has 
been decided to hold another picnic sometime in Septem- 
ber, the date to be set later. Members decided that they 
failed to have a real picnic this year, and while it had 
been stated that no other picnic would be held this sea- 
son, the members were so strongly in favor of another 
picnic that the association decided to grant the request.

$20,000. New bids for the work will be asked for shortly. 

G. E. Robertson is handling a nice installation at the 
plant of the American Foundry & Machine Co., at Four- 
teenth and Main Streets. The fixtures include five closets 
and six lavatories. 

D. X. Murphy & Bro., architects, landed the commis- 
sion on the new $300,000 auditorium to be erected by the 
Louisville Auditorium Association. Several architects con- 
sidered the contract, which was decided by vote. It will 
probably be some time yet before plumbing and heating 
contracts will be let. The heating will consist merely 
of the inside work, as arrangements have already been 
made to buy live steam from a nearby plant. 

The high price of old brass and copper has caused 
water and other companies considerable trouble this 
season from marauders cuttimg off valves, etc. At Hop- 
kinsville, Ky., three men were recently sent to the work- 
house for five months for cutting off solid brass rod and 
ring, operating a cut-off pressure valve of the pumps 
belonging to the Hopkinsville Water Co. The brass was 
sold as junk to a dealer. Many similar complaints have 
been registered. 

Tyler H. Stone, of Providence, Ky., is planning a sys- 
tem of waterworks at Fordsville, Ky., for a population of 
1,200 people, requiring about 50,000 gallons of water a 
day. Steam or electric power will be used, and a concrete 
reservoir erected. 

At Eminence, Ky., the Business Men’s Club is promot- 
ing a company to construct a system of waterworks. 

The Lexington Board of Education has received bids 
on heating, lighting and plumbivg for the new Senior 
High School Building, and let a contract to McElhone & 
Maloney for the plumbing at $4,843. 

Ben W. Floyd has cecided to open a plumbing shop at 
Providence, Ky. 
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Nashville and Vicinity. 

The requirement of the plumbing ordinances that an 
applicant for a license as a master plumber must be in- 
dorsed by three master plumbers in good standing was 
held invalid by the circuit court at Nashville, in a suit 
filed by Albert Hooberry, who has undertaken plumbing 
work in the city. The decision, which has proven dis- 
turbing to local contractors and others advocating plumb- 
ing regulation, means that there is no restriction by the 
city on the privilege of anyone to enter the plumbing 
business, regardless of his qualifications or lack of them. 
However, it will be appealed to the Court of Civil Ap- 
peals, where it is hoped that a more favorable decision 
will be granted. The circuit court dissolved the injunc- 
tion issued some time ago against the inspectors re- 
straining them from swearing out warrants against the 
plaintiff, Albert Hooberry, for violations of the plumbing 
ordinance. The answer filed by the city to the petition 
for the mandamus is an interesting defense of the right 
of a community to protect its health by proper regula- 
tions. After repeating the sections of the ordinance cover- 
ing the requirements for inspection of all work, it de- 
clares: “The petitioner has never notified the inspector 
upon the completion of any job that it was ready for 
inspection nor has he ever taken out a permit before any 
job, but on the other hand has constantly sought to con- 
ceal his work from said inspectors.” The pleading also 
declares that on one job he installed a kitchen sink with- 
out a trap or vent, but connected direct to the sewer, 
while on another occasion, he connected to a sewer by 
making the connection exactly backward. It is also de- 
clared that he has never applied for a license, as averred 
in the petition. The claim of the plaintiff was that the 
provision of the ordinance requiring indorsement by three 
master plumbers was “unreasonable and offensive,” be- 
cause the contractors of the city could band together to 
refuse indorsement, thereby preventing anyone else from 


entering the business. It was also claimed that the re- ° 


quirement of a $2,000 bond and the rules requiring in- 
spection of work made it unnecessary that an applicant 
prove his qualification before beginning work and that

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any mistakes he makes afterward can be rectified by the 
forfeiture of his bond. That the case will be vigorously 
fought by the city in the higher courts was the statement 
made to “Domestic Engineering’s” representative by A. 
G. Ewing, Jr., city attorney, who regards the case as 
one of the greatest importance, not merely from the right 
of the city to make proper regulations, but also from 
the standpoint of health. The appeal will be taken be- 
cause of exceptions to the decision itself, and to the 
ruling of the trial judge in excluding evidence as to the 
plaintiff’s competency. 

The act passed by the legislature establishing a state 
examining board was declared unconstitutional some time 
ago on the ground that limiting it to towns with a 
population of 25,000 or over made it class legislation.
